WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—A bill will 
be introduced on Monday by Louis C. 
Cramton (R.), Representative from 
Michigan, providing for establishment 
of a separate prohibition enforcement 
bureau in the Treasury Department. 
This bill, if enacted, will take the en- 
forcement of the Volstead Act from 
the jurisdiction of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, and its provis- 
ions. are in opposition to efforts beins 
made to bring about the transfer of 
the prohibition enforcement bureau to 
the Department of Justice. 

In a statement issued today Repre- 
sentative Cramton gives his reasons 
for filing his bill. In it he states: | 

“The organization of an indepen- 
dent bureau, apart from any depart- 
‘ment of the Government has been 
proposed. Aside from the fact that 
the expos6 of scandals in the

War Cost U.S. $40,000,000,000 


In his message accompanying the 
budget, as prepared by Brig.-Gen. 
Herbert M. Lord, director of the na- 
tional budget, and approved by the 
President, Mr. Coolidge said: 

The beginning of the war marked 
also the beginning of a period of un- 
precedented and unexampled public 
expenditure not only by our own, but 
by well-nigh all the nations of the 
world. The great weight of the fiscal 
burden that-our own country has 
borne since our entrance into the war 
is suggested by the statement that 
our part in the great conflict cost the 
Nation roundly $40,000,000,000. While 
the war was in progress, by dint of 
the patriotic willifigness of the people 
to pay heavy taxes. it was possible 
to meet, from current revenues, about 
25 per eent of the war costs. This in, 
itself was .a remarkable accomplish- 
ment—TI believe without parallel in 
anv of the ecther warring countries. 

The public debt at the heginning of 
the war amounted to about $1,000, 
000.000. At the close of August, 191%, 
it reached its highest point, appsoxi- 
mately $26,500,000.009. From that 
point it has since been reduced, until 
it now totals about $22,000,000,000. 

The American people have given a 
truly magnificent demonstration of 
patience and patriotism during the 
vears in which they have borne this 
burden. In less than seven vears, to 
put the matter very brieflv, we have 
spent $40,000,00%000, and we have 
paid off from current revenues $18.- 
000,000,000, or nearly half of the 
amount. 


“Entitled to Relief” 

Certainly the Nation, which has 
thus patiently persisted in meeting 
the enormous governmental costs, is 
entitled at the earliest possible mo- 
ment to the largest measure of relief 
from these burdens tMat can possibly 
be accorded. I am convinced that the 
time has now come to extend this re- 
lief through a substantial reduction of 
taxation, and the fiscal program 
which is crystallized in the budget es- 
timates, which are herewith trans- 
mitted to the Congres, are based on 
this purpose. 

We are all familiar with the fact 
that the larger part of the tax bur- 
den arises not from the exactions of 
the Federal Government, but from the 
governmental costs of the states and 
municipalities. President Harding, in 
his address on taxation and Govern- 
ment costs at Salt Lake City last 
June, pointed out that for the year 
1922 approximately 60 per cent of all 
taxes collected throughout the Natioi 
were for thestates, cities, and other 
local taxing bodies. 

It is, therefore, highly destrable 
that an example of determined and 
insistent economy be set by the Fed- 
eral Government for the sake of its 
inthuence upon every body which pos- 
sesses the authority to levy taxes, I 
am firmly persuaded that If the na- 
tional Government will reduce its ex- 
penditures and its levies under the 
program which is presented to you 
herewith, it will have a highly salu- 
tary effect in inducing greater econ- 
omies in all other departments of 
publie taxation. 


Larger Dry Squad Urged 
The President’s reference to prohi- 
bition enforcement was as follows: 


For prohibition enforcement the 
Congress has appropriated for the 
current fiscal year ending June 30, 
1924, an amount which provides an 
executive unit of 700, directorates for 
the several states, and a field force of 
1522. A considerably enlarged ‘field 
force should be pravided for prohibi- 
tion enforcement, and to meet this re- 
quirement the estimates of appropria- 
tions for the prohibition unit for the 
fiscal year 1924 are something more 
than $1,600,000 in excess of appropria- 
tions for the prohibition unit for the 
current fiscal year. 

In my annual message, I am pre- 
senting to Congress the need for a 
material increase in the personnel and 
equipment of the United States Coast 
Guard for the. purpose of combating 
more thoroughly rumrunning and un- 
lawful importations. I mention this 
here for the reason that I will shortly 
present to Congress a supplemental 
estimate of appropriations for the 
(Coast Guard of approximately $20.- 
000,000, mainly for additional vessels

He reported that the fiscal year 
1922-28 was closed with a surplus of 
more than $300,000,000. For 1923-24 
the forecast is that the ordinary

The surplus for the next fiscal year, 
1924-25, under present revenue laws, 
is estimated at $395,000,000. The 
President continued: 


I have in mind that the taxpayers 
are the stockholders of the business. 
corporation of the United States, and 
that if this business is showing a sur- 
plus of receipts, the taxpayers should 
share therein in some material way 
that will be of immediate benefit. 


His recommendations for tax re- 
ductions were summarized as follows: 


IT recommend a revision of taxdiaws 
along lines which will effect a reduc- 
tion of income taxes by taxing earned 
income more lightly than income from 
business or from investments; by re- 
ducing the percentages of the normai - 
tax, and by reducing the surtax rates, 
with commencement of their applica- 
tion at $10,000 instead of $6000. 

I also recommend repeal of the tax 
on telegrams, telephones, and leased 
wires, and of the tax on admissions, 
and revision of the miscellaneous 
taxes which are a source of incon- 
venience to taxpayers and difficult to 
collect. 

On the other hand, amendments 
which would cause some increase of 
revenue should also be made to ex- 
isting income tax laws relative to de- 
ductions of capital losses; deductions 
from gross income for interest paid 
and non-business losses sustained, 
where income from tax-exempt se- 
curities is involved; and the manner 
of taxing community incomes. These

The Government has no money to 
distribute to any class of its citizens 
that it does not take from the pockets 
of the people, and the payment of a 
bonus to millfons of our former gsol- 
diers could only be accomplished at a 
cost to the whole community, includ- 
ing the veterans themselves, far out- 
weighing the benefits intended to be 
conferred. 

If I felt that a soldiers’ bonus rep- 
resented a great need and a proper 
obligation, which should be fulfilled 
by this Nation, I certainly would nét 
make a recommendation which would 
be adverse thereto.

His Life and Work Are Being 
Studied in Schools 


School children and college stu- 
dents of Massachusetts, ihn response to 
a nation-wide call; today devoted 
themselves to a contemplation of the 
life and work of Warren G. Harding, 
twenty-ninth President of the United 
States, in whose memory the present 
week has been set apart. This morn- 
ing, in every classroom of all schools

essay on the former President, pre- 
senting intimate details of his life 
and the manifold duties which he ac- 
complished as Chief Executive.

Liggett of the Massachusetts commit- 
tee of the Harding Memorial Associa- 
tion, in defining the lines along which 
the committee has planned to solicit 
contributions, stated: 

We are appealing primarily to the 
800.000 enrolled school children and 
students in the institutions of. learn- 
ing in this State. We believe that not 
only can we raise our quota through 
this method. but that in setting be- 
fore our scholars the real truth of 
what the President of this Republic 
stands for and what his responsibili- 
ties and cares are, we have given a. 
lesson in Americanism that is of no 
small benefit.

LYNN SHOE FIRM 
STARTS OPEN SHOP. 


More Than 100 Workers Re- 
spond to Gregory Read Co.\Call 


LYNN, Mass., Dec. 10 (Special)— 
More than 100 shoe workers, the ma- 
jority of whom have been employed 
in the factory for several years, re- 
sponded to the appeal of the Gregory 
Read Company today for work under 
an open shop plan of operation in the 
factory. 

Tomorrow the cutters will begin 
work and it is expected that before 
the month is out the concern will re- 
quire approximately 400 operatives to 
fill the orders. 

Other firms in the city are watching 
the outcome of the Gregory Read Com- 
pany’s experiment, and plan to follow 
their example if it is a success: Mean- 
while the Amalgamated Shoe Workers’ 
Union is seying nothing, but may act 
later. 

The joint council committee, which 
was given full power to adjust the 
shoe situation with the state board of 
arbitration and conciliation, went to 
Boston today with a group of repre- 
sentative manufacturers for a confer- 
ence at the State House on means 
whereby the shoe situation can be set- 
tled. It was the first time in many 
years that a committee of shoe work- 
ers have conferred amicably with the 
shoe manufacturers over conditions, 
and is considered a good omen for 
future peace in the industry.

Education for Peace 


Miss Johnstone, in advocating world 
peace through education, describes the 
International People’s College in Den- 
mark as illustrating the actual work- 
ing out of this plan. She writes: 


Here young reople of all countries 
come for 3, 6 or 12 months. They 
are taught one another's languages; 
they study sociology, the principal 
subject of the college; they converse 
with each other on their respective 
countries, discussing national char- 
acteristics and explaining national 
feelings and thoughts. In this: way 
they find. themselves breaki down 
national exclusiveness, eatabtiabiine 
friendships, and, to their own aston- 
ishment, learning that the youth of 
all nations are faced with the same 
problems. ...A development of this 
college should be made in evéry 
country in the world and a real, 
strong educational system built up.

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‘Major and Minor League Own- 


ers and Representatives Are 
Conferring in Chicago 
CHICAGO, ‘Dec. 10 (#)—The task of 
shaping professional baseball for the 


1924 season was undertaken here today 


by more than 1200 leaders of the sport 
gathered for the biggest meeting in the 
game's history. - 

Arrangements of schedules, settlement 
of disputes, exchange of players and 
numerous minor matters confront the 
major and minor league officials during 
their six days of meeting and bargain- 
ing. The matters have brought repre- 
sentatives from the smallest mino | 
leaguers to the most important sport 
magnates. 

Speculation among officials pointed to 
possible deals involving Rogers Hornsby, 
second baseman of the St. Louis Na- 
tionals; E. T. Collins, captain of the 
Chicago Americans; U. J. Shocker, 
pitcher of the St. Louis Americans, and 
other stars. 

There was talk that Collins might go 
to Washington as manager, while a 
trade was spoken of that would bring 
Hornsby to the Chicago Cubs. Presi- 
dent Veeck is understood to have of- 
fered four players for Hornsby. F. L. 
Chance, new White Sox manager, in- 
tends to make two or three deals in an. 
attempt to strengthen the club. , 

Today's meetings included a session of 
the board of arbitration of the National 
Association of Professional Baseball 
Leagues, meeting of the National 
League and of the American League 
and three minor-league meetings. 

Christy Mathewson, former pitching 
star of the New York Giants, and now 
part owner of the Boston National 
League Club, was given a place on the 
National League board of directors at 
its meeting. The other new members 
are William Veeck of Chicago, Barney 
Dreyfuss of Pittsburgh, and C. A. Stone- 
ham of New York. 

The annual report of President Heyd- 
ler declared that the 1923 season was 
one of the most successful} financially, 
in the National League's history. Presi- 
dent Heydler’s term in office does not 
expire until next year. 

It was stated by President Philip Ball 
of the Browns, that Shocker, who has 
applied to Commissioner K. M. Landis 
to he declared a free agent, will not be 
sold or traded by the St. Louis club. 
G. H. Sisler, who will manage the 
Browns next season, wanted Shocker 
back, Ball said. 

First among the cases to be decided 
by the board of arbitration was the 
W. M. McCarthy-H. A. Williams con- 
troversy over the presidency of the 
Pacific Coast League. McCarthy asserts 
that the election of Williams was 
illegal, as he contends that the Seattle 
club was not entitled to vote on the 
ground that the club was in the hands 
of syndicate baseball. McCarthy de- 
clares that the money advanced to 
Charles Lockart and Wade Killifer to buy 
the club came from William Wrigley Jr., 
owner of the Los Angeles club of the 
Pacific Coast League, and majority 
stockholders of the Chicago Nationals. 
Williams was recently elected by a 
vote of five to three, the Seattle club 
voting in favor of ousting McCarthy. 
Williams and his adherents declare 
that McCarthy recognized Seattle all 
through the 1923 season, to the extent 
that he assigned umpires to. officiate 
at its games, accepted money from the 
club to share the expense of the league 
and included the: club in the official 
standings: McCarthy says. however, 
that he informed the Seattle club as 
. early as last May that the issue would 
be carried before the board of arbi- 
tration. The opinion prevails that 
McCarthy's claim to the presidency 
will be denied but his followers say he 
will be satisfied if he can prove his 
charge that syndicate baseball exists 
in the league.

He said that the Pennsy!l- 
vania rule of insisting upon an avevage 
grade cf 80 per cent i» the classrooms 
as a prerequisite for membership on 
athletic teams resultvd in the highest 
type of the student bod; on the vari- 
ous athletic teams. 

“Tt seems to be the fashion for some 
people, following every big football sea- 
gon, to get unduly excited about the 
effect of so much public interest upon 
our students,” said the statement. “The 
situation, it seems to me, is not one 
that’calls for violent remedies so much 
as a continuation of proper supervision 
by thé faculty and those who administer 
athletics. At Pennsylvania we have 
found that insistence upon high stand- 
ing in the classroom is the factor that 
controls the situation. 

“Those who complain about he promi- 
nence given to football ought to realize 


that, with the exception of basketball.

“So long as a student is made to un- 
derstand that his scholastic work comes 
first, and that his athletica must he 
under strict supervision, there is no 
need to worry about where our athietic 
sports are faking us.’

E lad - has fallen below his 
classmates, the girl who must 
earn her own school clothes, the 
child forced by economic conditions 
at home to add something to the 
family purse—all these, if they live 
in New York City, have a cular 
friend and ally in Charles M, Smith, 
co-ordinator, directing high school }° 
placement. 

Mr. Smith’s task is twofold, for 
since his assignment in 1917 by Dr. 
William L.. Ettinger, then associate 
superintendent in children’s voca- 
tional activities, now superintendent 
of schools,. the corordinator has de- 
veloped what he calis his “particular 
child” in placement work. 

Humane and interesting, this branch 
of the work deals with boys and girls 
in the schools who need individual at- 
tention and encouragement. This, Mr. 
Smith gives, not automatically as an 
official, but as an elder brother. 
keen insight into the troubles of 
pupils has brought many prospective 
failures and “drop outs” back into 
high school work with renewed 
courage and determination to finish 
the course. 

“Prospective graduates are well 
taken care of as a rule,” Mr. Smith 
asserted in discussing the latest de- 
velopment in his work. “Both teacher 
and parents are interested in them. 
It. is the boy or girl falling behind 
and likely to fail who needs help. 
Besides, children who are making 
their grades right along are usually 
pupils able to look out for themselves, 
while the less able ones or those who 
have been misdirected need sympathy 
and right guidance.” 


A Busy Office 


In Mr. Smith’s office in the Board 
of Education Building, where a busy 
corps of clerks assists him, a long 
line of chairs stands against the wall. 
Daily in these, waiting their turn to 
pour their stories into his sympa- 
thetic ear, are high school boys and 
girls who need assistance. 

Where it is possible, Mr. Smith in- 
duces these pupils, who have been 
sent by school principals, to return 
to full time in high school. If this 
is not feasible, arrangements are 


made for part time work under con- | 


ditions which are as near ideal as 
Mr, Smith’s personal interest in each 
individual case, and his close touch 
with hundreds of employers make 
possible. 

‘“Reasons given by children who 
want to drop out of school are usually 
economic, but we find that the real 
reasons are often failure and dis- 
couragement,” said Mr. Smith. “It 
is then our duty to get in touch with 
parents, to talk with teachers, and 
in many cases to place the pupil in 
another school where influences are 
not so detrimental, or the teacher 
seems better fitted to handle the 


case. 

“Yes, the majority of those who go 
back to schoo] are successful. That 
is what is: making the work so well 
worth while. Records show one in- 
teresting story after another where 
adjustments have been made to the 
satisfaction of all. 
number returned for full course last 
year at 200. Those who have part 
time positions number many more.” 


Typical Cases 


A black-eyed lad from Ireland, 
Jackie was more interested in draw- 
ing pictures than in his English work, 
with the result that he and the teacher 
did not agree. The lad fell behind in 
two subjects and told his widowed 
mother that he “wanted to get to 
work.” Jackie was sent to Mr. Smith 
with the result that the boy was prom- 
ised, if he finished his June term, a 
transfer would be made in the fall into 
another high school where special at- 
tention is given to drawing. 

Jackie has unusual talent as an em- 
bryo artist. He went back to school, 
the bureau found work for him during 
the summer and today he is attending 
the other high school, contented and 
still im the public school system 
where he belongs.

HE provision, on the part of the 
universities, of a special training 
for commerce is a comparatively 
»ynew departure, so that it cannot yet 
be said that the perfect curriculum 
has been built up. Much of what is 
/at present being done must partake 
of the nature of experimental work, 
and each new departithent or faculty 
endeavors to combine whatever there 
is of virtue in the work of its pred- 

ecessors. 

The thought of a conscious develop- 
ment of a teaching system over a 
period of years may seem somewhat 
Strange and unnecessary to the man 
in the street. “A little of everything” 
would be the commonest advice offered 
towards the solution of such a prob- 
lem, but that is just what is not 
wanted. The first question of import- 
ance to be considered is that the 
undergraduate is at the university's 
disposal for but a short time, three 
years, or at most, four years. Neither 
teacher nor student, therefore, -can 
afford to waste any part of it on pur- 
suits that have not a real value and 
all studies are not of equal value, 

If the only object in view were the 
packing of the brain with a maxknum 
quantity of information, then it would 
be easy to collect all the facts relat- 
ing to the particular field of busjness 
which it was intended, in each case, 
to enter. But, elthough there may 
be occasionally some danger of de- 
generating. to that condition, thcre is 
small point in dignifying such a cram- 
ming process by the title of university 
education.

its functions. After the examination 
cf the produce exchanges, the stock 
exchange, and the various activities 
of middlemen and retaflers, the stu- 
dent is led on, by a natural transition, 
to the study of the attendant services 
of insurance, finance, and transport. 

In-the second year, the same work 
is .carried on, but the survey of a 
smalier field permits more intensive 
methods. The. student can now apply 
himself with advantage to company 
organization and finance and to busi- 
ness administration. On the one hand 
he studies the promotion and capitaliz- 
tion of companies and their financial 
policies. On the other hand, atten- 
tion is directed to subjects such as 
the types and functions of manage- 
ment; scientific and systematic man- 
agement; wage systems; the aims 
and strength of employers’ associa- 
tions and of trade unions: joint man- 
agement and co-partnership; in addi- 
tion, for all too brief a space, he will 
get some inkling of psychological re- 
search as applied in industry to the 
study of fatigue; motion and rhythm, 
and in commerce as applied to the 
science of advertising. 

Such is, in outline, the most im- 
portant work of the first two years 
of the course. The opportunities of 
such a scheme are undoubted; but if 
the student is to reap full benefit, 
much depends on the tutor who is to 
direct his thought and advise on his 
reading. A course which is apparéntly 
descriptive, appears, and is—apart 
“ee its wide range—quite simple; yet 

it gives continual chances of. intro- 
ducing a process of analysis and com- 
parison, the true worth of which is 
incalculable.

AUSTRIAN CUSTOM 
RECEIPTS SHOW 
GOOD INCREASE 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON, Nov. 30—According to fig- 


ures just issued by the League of Na- 
tions C General in Vienna, 
Austria’s October gross customs and 
tobacco receipts, amqunting to 276,000,- 
000,000 paper crowns, are the highest 
since the beginning of the reconstruc- 
tion period, 

Compared with the monthly average 
of 189,000,000,000 paper crowns for the 
first six months of the financial year, 
October shows a net increase of 
$7,000,000,000. 

Should this high level be maintained 

until the end of the financial year (Dec. 
31),.the annual service of the recon- 
struction loans, to which the yield from 
these securities is assigned as a guar- 
antee, will be thrice covered. 
_ Another satisfactory feature of the 
Austrian reconstruction is the state of 
the fiduciary circulation, which, at the 
end of the first week in November, 
amounted to 6,410,000,000, 54.3 per cent 
of which was covered by a reserve in 
gold and foreign currencies. The liabili- 
ties of the Austrian National Bank, 
amounting to 4,605,000,000, were covered 
in the Bes gphengy of 75.5 per cent, in- 
stead of 20 per cent, as laid down in 
the statutes of the bank.

The tin plate subsid- 
iary of the Steel Corporation is sold up 
for the firat half of next year, and has 
béen refusing additional orders for that 
périod. Prices are firm at $5.50 per’ 
basé@ box. Can makers have 
chiéf buyers, and large quanti have 
also been taken by the oil companies 
for making cases. 

‘Standard steel pipe is in just as heavy 
demand as it has been for the last few 
months, though makers had expected a 
drop by this time of the year. The

30,000 tons from the Argentine hint 
lic; 16,000 tons from the Chile and 12 
tons from Brazil. 

Steel Ingot Output Off 

Production figures for November have 
béen compiled and reveal that in both 
pig iron and steel ingots outputs were 
the loweat this year. Pig iron produc- 
tion fell 5110 tons daily, the total hav- 
ing been 2,893,000 tons. There was a 
nét loss during the month of 14 active 
furnaces, total in blast at the end of 
the month having been 231 out of a 
totat] of 418 workable furnaces in the 
country. There has been a net loss 
of 90 stacks since April, and a reduc- 
tion in output of 23 per cent. How- 
ever, it is certain that the year’s make 
of iron will be the largest of any year 
in history. 

Steel ingot output declined 9 per cent 
in November, the drop in October hav- 
ing been 1 per cent. Ingot output was 
the least since September, 1922. The 
yearly rate of production last month 
was 37,245,982 tons, considering that 
theré are 311 working days. 

Inasmuch as the theoretical capacity 
of the United States is 56,000,000 tons 
yearly, the November rate was 66 2-3 
pér cent of capacity. However, the 
practical capacity is always less than 
the theoretical, hence the rate was in 
reality better than these figures would 
indicate. Ingot output was greater than 
that in pig iron, or as 3,113,804 tons 
compares with 2,893,000 tons. 

It fs predicted that the unfilled orders 
of the Steel Corporation. as of Nov. 30, 
will ‘show a decline of 350,000 to 400,000 
tons, the decrease in October having 
beén 362,925 tons. Inasmuch as sales 
have been gaining the last few months, 
it fs probable that this decline will be 
supplanted by an increase before long. 

Tron ore shipments from the lake 
region are over for the season, and the 
total movement for this year has been 
60,000,000 tons, the fifth largest in his- 
tory. The outlook for next season is 
very promising. 

Trading in pig iron has come almost 
completely to a standstill, following the 
pronounced buying movement in No- 
vémber. Prices hold firm at the higher 
leyelg recently established. Charcoal 
pig iron recently advanced $1 a ton to 
$26, Lake Superior furnace, to bring 
it in Hine with coke pig iron. Iron and 
steél scrap has been rising briskly and 
a scarcity is reported. Prices advanced 
$2 a ton'in a recent week at Pittsburgh, 
following purchasing of heavy melting 
steel scrap by some of the large steel 
makers.

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The Uses of hesia Photography 


OST of the practical uses of tlhe 
airplane result from the greatly 
‘increased speed offered, as com- 
pared with any known fcrm of sur- 
face travel. Commercial aerial trans- 
port owes its existence and its stead- 
ily-growing popularity .almost solely 
to the fact that the airplane can cover 
more ground in much less time than 
can the railroad train, steamship, or

neither is any party likely to 
welcome the position of holding office and carrying the 
responsibility for government at the mercy of its oppo- 
nents. It would seem most probable that after a period 
of negotiation a ministry will be formed under some 
national and more or less nonpartisan figure to carry on 
the Government with the support of two of the parties, 
probably the Liberals and Conservatives, until public 
opinion has cleared and events have made possible a new 
politicas aliginent. : 

The internationai significance of the election is hardly 
less marked than the internal. Great Britain is once more 
committed to the policy of free trade, and the disturbance 
to international commerce which would have resulted 
from the closing of the last great free trade -market in 
the world is thus avoided. If “this means the commence- 
ment of a general movement among nations away from 
the policy of universal high protection—perhaps the 
greatest obstacle to the world’s economic recovery—the 
Pritish decision to remain faithful-to free trade inay 
prove the turning point toward better days. The elec- 
tion also means the strengthening in the House of Com- 
mons of the forces which are opposed to further co-opera- 
tion with France in its policy toward Germany. The 
Conservatives almost alone have .stood for supporting 
M. Poincaré in his Ruhr policy, and the return of Labor 
and the Liberals in increased strength may well end in 
an almost complete disentanglement of Great Britain 
from its continental allies. 

Perhaps the most significant aspect of the election is 
the renewed growth of the Labor Party. I‘tve vears ago 
it had only 57 seats. Today it commands a third of 
the House. It is evident that if it can remain united it 
is destined ere long to obtain an absolute majority and 
to form a government of its own. It is notorious, how- 
ever, that it is deeply divided within itself between 
moderates and extremists and, as is always the case with 
progressive parties, its real difficulties will begin when it 
has to carry its idealistic programs into practical effect. 
Its advance has been largely due to the split between its 
opponents, and as it increases its strength they will prob- 
ably combine to resist it. 

On the personal side there have been fewer disasters 
than usual, Winston Churchill and Arthur Henderson, 
secretary of the Labor Party, are the only national figures 
who have failed of return. Mr. Lloyd George's position 
is curious. While the Liberals have increased their 
representation, it has been mainly among the members of 
the Asquithian wing of the party, and many of his own 
adherents have been defeated.

the President, that reduction of federal taxes cannot be 
attempted if provision is made for.the payment of a 
bonus. The economic necessity of tax reduction 1s real- 
ized generally, and with this has come the understanding 
that the able former service mén will share equally, or 
proportionately, in. the benefits which unfailingly will 
follow a release from the-burdens which penalizing taxes 
now impose upon productive. industry. The former sol- 
dier who is beating back to the ways of peace is com- 
pelled, by the impartial administration of the existing tax 
law, to share with others im paying the excessive prices 
which have been maintained since the*war.

Wall Street and other financial centers of the coun- 


try do not conceal the fact, by any means, that a con- 
tinuation of the present prosperous business conditions, 
with normal acceleration as winter turns into spring, is 
greatly to be desired. If the Administration's proposals 
are to aid in bringing about this condition, then the 
financial districts are for them. In the meanwhile, the 


markets have responded in the only manner in which . 


they can respond to good news; that i¢, by an advance 
based on judicious and discriminating purchase of securi- 
ties. Rising markets, too, appear to possess the attribute 
of spreading optimism, and: as the end of the year ap- 
proaches, the dullness of the summer fades into the back- 
ground of forgetfulness. Six months ago. Wall Street 


was described accurately as the “gloomiest spot in the - 


country.” Just at the moment.jt is the most cheerful. 


Despite the tact that there are evident many cross - 


currents, which "would tend to becloud the real propor- 
tions of America’s trade and industry, it. becomes quite 
evident, as year-end inventories are taken. and earnings 
are totted up, that the year 1923 has been a particularly 
remarkable one from an industrial and commercial stand- 
point. Even the most casual survey of the industrial field 
leaves small room for pessimism. The ratbroads have 
moved the biggest traffic in this year that has ever been 
moved in railroad history: department store, mail order, 
and chain store houses report the heaviest gross sales 
in their history; November automobile production is 
approximately 37 per cent ahead of this time last year; 
the year’s output of pig iron, despite the dullness of the 
late summer, will break all records for a calendar year. 
These are, of course, but the high lights of industry. 
Nevertheless, they form the substantial backing which 
has permitted greater distribution of-dividends at the 
end of this year than at the end of last. 

The commercial attitude at the moment appears to 
be to look forward to the prospects of 1924 rather than 
to recount the history of the year now closing. The 
picture is an exceedingly bright one, although here and 
there may be discerned bold splashes which _ represent 
obstacles to normal progress. The principal one of -these 
is unsettlement in I: “urope and the apparent inability of 
the nations abroad to “get together” on. the problem of 
German ‘reparations. But, for the most part, and’ par- 
ticularly in so far as the domestic situation is concerned, 
the colors of the picture are bright in hue. Gerieral tax 
reduction now may be considered more than a possibil- 


ity; there is little likelihood of a revision of freight rates | 


which will greatly affect railroad earnings; there has been 
no overproduction in practically any basic line, with the 
possible exception of the oil industry; money is ‘easy and 
in ample supply for all legitimate needs; a tremendous 
crop has just been harvested and is being liquidated at 
what must be termed normal’prices, with the single excep- 
tion of wheat; incoming business to the basic industries 
exhibits a steadily increasing volume. Heré ts represented

That enoygh people are interested in art to form.the con- 
_ Stantly increasing number of societies for its encourage- 
ment is, no doubt, a good sign. Byt the question is 
whether art was ever developed by this sort of ‘selt- 
conscious fostering: Even primitive art, now so much 
in vogue as model and inspiration for independent young 
modernists, sprang up and flourished tinaided by benevo- 
lent outside influences. 

The trouble today 1s one with which the: most zealous 
society would find it difficult to cope. Upog the coming 
of machinery, every. country was flooded with the 
machine-made, and it seemed as if people had only to 
see the cheap and the tawdrv to prefer it to the beautiful, 
probably because the craving for novelty did not. wait 
for our generation to evolve it. Now that in the course 


of time people’s eyes have become accustomed to the 
‘ugly, it is difficult to open them again to the beautiful. 


Otherwise it would not be the easy enterprise it has been 
for the vandal to destroy so much of the beauty that sur- 
vived from earlier ages. We know how often the few 
who care are roused by the threatened destruction of the 
great architectural treasures of the past. The groups. or 
societies for their protection have. a hard fight to save 
anything. 

. . Just now in London the pattle has been revived over 
the city churches, which are mostly Wren’'s churches and 
are still in danger of being pulled down. England has 
had no such distinguished architect since Wren, ‘his 
churches, with the towers and spires that cluster roun«| 
the dome of St. Paul's, being among the finest examples 
of English architecture left in London. Their loss would 
be irreparable. Vhe business man, to whom they are 
reminders that neither business nor the usually grim 
office building is all-important, would lose with them 
what little sense of beauty they have helped to nourish in 
him, and the artist would have to lament still another 
landmark of the centuries when art was not a luxury but 
a “necessity. . 

Higher artistic standatds can scarcely be established 
—and to establish them is one of the new association's 
aims—can, indeed; seem little more than theory, 
the people in actual lif¢é are confronted on all sides with 
ugliness triumphing over beauty. The first practical step 
would be to guard the beautiful things we have and to 
spare them such desecration as the niodern town endures 
from garbage,cans, and the country from billboards and 
refuse-strewing picnic parties.

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“L-G’s” Election Campaign

Lloyd George on his recent American tour, and, upon his re- 
turn to England, followed the little Welshman through the 
whirlwind election campaign which has just concluded.) 

Lonpvon, Dec. | (Special Correspondence )—A few weeks 
ago, with Mr. Llovd George, I said good-by to New York 
and America. For 6000 miles, through Canada and the United 
States, I accompanied him from city to city. As Mr. Lloyd 
George sat resting on the ship that took us home, or walked 
briskly round the deck, talking of the great future of America 
and the friendly, inspiring reception she had given him, little 
did he, or any of us, think that within a few weeks he would 
again be whirled, day after day, through great industrial areas, 
face to face,.as before, with dense crowds of men and women 
Pressing to catch the least glimpse of his face or the amplified 
echo of his voice. 
~ But it has happened. When friends in the —. States 
asked me: “Will he be received like this in England?” I confess 
that I had some misgivings. The public mind, dulled by the 
Party spirit, passes through phases of apathy and forgetfulness ; 
and the prophet in his own country does not always receive 
his mieed of honor. I had misgivings. But, as it turned out, 
there was no ground for them. While we were still at sea an 
emergency was preparing in England destined to call forth all 
his energies and to make him once again far the most con- 
spicuous, agd, perhaps, the most important, man in the country. 
The Prime Minister, with scarcely a moment’s warning, had 
thrown down the glove to the free traders, and declared for 
a general election. ‘Carlyle once wrote a chapter on shooting 
Niagara,” Mr. Lloyd George has just said, “and that is what 
the Government w ants the country to do today. The,country 
says, ‘Give us time,’ but the Government replies, ‘Jump in; 
you will have plenty of time to think between now and the 
whirlpool.’ ” 

- } + > 

So. Mr. Lloyd George, without a moment’s pause; threw 
himself into the rapids. Not much chance, this time, perhaps, 
with a triangular contest, to reach the dry. land of office; he 
will be fully content to have re-established the recently broken 
Liberal faith, to have set up again, as he said to me, “the ark 
of the covenant,” so that, at the next trial of strength, a year 
or two later (it may be), the party of steady progress and 
democratic ideals will be completely victorious. 

Thus it happens that, after- thousands of miles in the trains 
of America, | have found myself once again following the 
fortunes of the little Welshman in a train, rushing up and 
down the counties of England. We thought that tour in 
America strenuous, but here the pacg has been faster still, the 
towns visited and the speeches delidered more numerous, the 
crowds as big and far more agitated, the welcome heartrending 
to those who can be moved by she cheers of the vivacious multi- 
tude and not too cynical at the mass manifestation of feeling. 
I went with him north from London te Glasgow, stopping for 
speeches at Rugby, Crewe, and Carlisle, on the way; from 
Glasgow to Paisley and Edinburgh; from Edinburgh seuth 
again into the shipbuilding cities of northern England, and the 
wool-manufacturing cities of Yorkshire; and thence through 
the densely populated cotton areas of Lancashire, where, for 
many hundreds of square miles, towns reach out to tewns, and 
long series of dingy streets stretch out tentacles toward other 
dingy streets, and prodigious factory chimneys dominate the 
sky and pour forth the smoke that blackens and clogs the air. 

Here, indeed, the populace came out to claim the little 
Welshman as their own. The train stopped every ten or fifteen 


* minutés throughout the day at stations, and at each station on 


the platform there was not merely a crowd, but a densely 
packed mass of human beings that pressed against the side of - 
the train. I myself had: thought that only in warm-hearted 
America could such warmth of feeling be shown; but I have 
found that even in chilly England there could be a warmth, 
amounting, one might believe, to passion, among the Larica- 
shire men and women, boys and girls, who sought a handshake, 
or a glance, or a word from Mr. Lloyd George. 
2.0. ¢ 

But those in the United States who remember principally 
the earnestness of his appeal, for peace, the seriousness of his 
method in argument, might be surprised at the other aspects 
of the man which have shown themselves in this election. 
Beneath all, he has been as serious as ever, but he has been in 
romping, boisterous spirits; he has been all vivacity, all wit; 
he has coined telling phrases on the spur of the moment; he 
has humorously and good-naturedly spitted and roasted his 
opponents, and set the laugh going from one end of England to 
the other. His lesser speeches from a train or a platform, a 
dozen a day, he has had little time to prepare, but his argument 
is thrown into a metaphor or a simile. He shows us Lord 
Derby, a free trader yesterday, a tariff reformer today, gayly 
“looping the loop.” -His opponents are “alligators,” the head 
wagged by the tail of their wild men. We hear of a “har- 
pooned walrus,” and a whole menagerie of exotic beasts is 
exhibited to his audiences. ‘he sea, he declares, is a free trader. 
He knows of only one protectionist sea, and that is the Arctic 
Ocean, where the icebergs are tariff reformers, and the Eskimos 


‘ ‘and the bears and the seals live exclusively on home industries. 


So he travels on from stage to stage, sending forth jests 


‘ and arguments, but eaeh jest isa pictured argument, and each 


argument is a part of the Liberal faith which he is unfolding 
in a hundred aspects. He has not the least expectation of 
creating an independent Liberal majority at this election. His 
object is, along with Mr. Asquith (now working harmoniously 
with him), to recreate the Liberal Party and to restore prestige 
to the faith it stands for, The next election—that will be 
another matter. 

This is what he has’ explained to me at intervals in our 
journeys on the train. He will be content to have brought back 
the ‘ark of the covenant.”’ 


Benito Mussolini and General Primo de Rivera 


A DICTATOR’S a dictator for a’ that, according ta Charles H. 
Sherrill, in the Review of Reviews, who declares that, despite 
the similarity of their tactics, “General Primo de Rivera repre- 
sents about as dissimilar a type from Mussolini as could be 
imagined.”” He goes on to point out the differences: 

“As for the differences between the two men, let us men- 
tion, in the first place, that the Spanish. general is the Marquess 
of Estella. Therefore he comes from a very different social 
grade from that of Mussolini, the son of a blacksmith. ‘The 
Marquess started with the same sort of political handicap (so 
some would call it) as did our Theodore Roosevelt. But 
manliness counts, no matter how high or low the social pesition. 

‘The next difference is that the Spanish dictator is of an 
amiable disposition and the sort that smiles pleasantly at hard 
work. He takes no pains to conceal his light-heartedness. 
Mussolini, on the contrary, prefers to have his photographs 
show him stern-faced, and ‘loves to glower at all about him,”
